Macedonia's progress toward Euro-Atlantic structures — and the democratic, economic and security 
commitments that this integration entails — are essential to the broader stability of the western 
Balkans. With its assistance, the United States aims to strengthen Macedonia's law enforcement 
organizations and military forces, address corruption, improve the checks and balances in 
democratic processes, improve the performance and independence of the judiciary, build the 
capacity of civil-society organizations and independent media to contribute to public policy-making 
and debate, and improve the environment in which these organizations operate.

• U.S. assistance supports civil society and media with 
a focus on civic activism, government oversight, 
advocacy, and journalism and the environment for 
media development. Included in this support, are 
small grants and a U.S. speakers program, which in 
addition to civic activism, advocacy and media also 
promote economic growth, regional security, and 
social cohesion in a multi-ethnic state. 

• In the area of education and ethnic integration, the 
United States is working to develop best practices in 
addressing ethnic tension through education, training 
teachers and administrators in the education sector at 
the local and municipal levels. The United States also 
funds educational advising for youth, through English 

• teaching and American-studies programs. 

• U.S. democracy experts continue to offer technical 
assistance, training, and operational support to the 
Macedonian Parliament to improve its oversight of the 
executive branch through public hearings and 
legislative review, strengthening constructive debate 
among its members, and increasing citizen 
participation in the parliamentary process.

The United States is providing training and equipment 
to enhance the interoperability and deployment 
capabilities of Macedonia's Armed Forces, including its capacity to conduct reconnaissance operations. In 
addition, the U.S. government is providing professional military education for officers.

Additionally, 
the U.S. government is assisting customs officials to 
refine the country's strategic trade control laws and 
licensing procedures. 

U.S. rule of law experts are training, mentoring, and 
equipping police agencies to combat organized crime and 
corruption through advanced training in forensics and 
intelligence-led policing, as well as supporting the 
professionalization and human resources management at 
the Ministry of Interior. 

U.S. experts assist judges, prosecutors and defense attorneys to implement the new CPC; develop practical, 
adversarial skills related to investigation, pretrial and trial proceedings; and conduct fair, consistent and 
transparent case adjudication.
